The police sent a woman to the Magistrate for trial, under 
section 318 of the Indian Penal Code, and a young European 
Magistrate, who tried the case, convicted her on her own . 
confession and the medical report, and sentenced her to 
three months’ imprisonment. Before she had long been in 
jail the District Magistrate received a report’ from the 
Superintendent of the Jail to the effect that the woman was 
about to be confined. The District Magistrate went over 
to the jail, saw the woman and took her evidence. She 
stated-that she was threatened by the police thatthe doctor 
would rip open her stomach to examine her womb if she 
did not confess her alleged offence, and that the police did 
not allow her to talk to anybody for three days until she 
made a confession before the court. The police, who forced © 
her to make a false confession by threats, are primarily. 
responsible for her unjust punishment. The young Euro- 
pean Magistrate who tried the case is to blame for being 
readily satisfied with the confession of the acoused and 
the medical report.
